Sam Perloff, owner of five properties on 
the south side of Sierra Madre Blvd. in Sierra Madre, 
asked A1 Warot of Wildan and Associates who pays 
the $1200 per parking space estimated to com¬ 
plete the Mariposa Parking Lot Project. 

City Administrator Jim McRea at Monday 
evening’s project meeting answered, “Property 
owners are responsible for maintenance and opera¬ 
tion. They will have no capital out. The Community 
Redevelopment Agency is responsible for providing 
the $1200 for each of the estimated 178 parking 
spaces in the project.” 

Perloff threw up his hand and said, “That’s 
the point that should be brought out to all the 
property owners (on the south side of the street who 
will be impacted by the Mariposa project.)” 

Warot added, “The only concession on your 
part is allowing the agency to come in and improve 
your property.” 

Doug Delahooke, who owns property and a 
business on the north side of Sierra Madre 
Blvd., cautioned, “You are setting a precedent here. 
Other areas of town are going to see this precedent 
(and want to get in on this type of redevelopment.)” 

John Davidson, urban designer with Wildan 
and Associates, who have been hired by Sierra 
Madre to design and project costs for the Mari¬ 
posa Parking Lot Project on the south side of Sierra 
Madre Blvd., said, “This is a pilot project, seed 
money for the CRA. This is a chance to achieve 
the objectives for improving the downtown area. It 
could mean more activity tor the town.”

ners, property owners, city representatives and the 
representatives from Wildan and Associates who 
first presented design concepts of refurbishing the 
area from Sanwa Bank east to and not including 
Eva Lee’s property of Renaissance Plaza. According 
to McRea, Lee has decided so far not to participate 
in the project. 

However, at Monday evening’s meeting. Coun¬ 
cilman Clem Bartolai pointed out the Lee should 
be informed that she will have no capital outlay 
for the improvement of her parking lot behind 
Renaissance Plaza. 

Warot and Davidson gave the history of the 
project, that in mid-October they had staged the first 
meeting with property owners and business owners. 
They showed the aerial topographic photo and re¬ 
sulting design concepts of the area, presenting both 
horizontal and vertical parking concepts of the 
area. They explained that with no compact autos 
accounted there could be as many as 178 parking 
places. 

The total cost project is $250,006. 

The Wildan Associates representatives showed 
possible access off Sierra Madre Blvd. near Sanwa 
Bank and the Only Place in Town, access off Mari¬ 
posa in two locations, and described how a contin¬ 
uous gradual descent design would offer adequate 
traffic circulation. 

They explained that the area natually slopes 
from north to south and from west to east with 
different elevations and grade changes. They sug¬ 
gested that restaurants in the area may want to ex¬ 
tend toward the south into outside eating areas. 
Handicapped parking, one space for every 30 spaces, 
has been provided. Theme lighting might be used to 
give the area not only security but an ambiance. 
Wildan and Associates representatives explained 
that the number of parking spaces could be 
augmented to 186 if they included compace auto 
parking spaces.

Guest Editorial By Richard R. Rogers 

In passing in and out of local eateries 
and homes and spending a few pleasant 
" hours walking our streets, I have come to 
some personal conclusions about the cur¬ 
rent state of and future prospects for our 
city. The fact that an election is approach¬ 
ing has little to do with what follows. The 
problem I discuss is long-standing and 
chronic. This “problem,” it seems, is 
money. We are not a rich city. We aren’t 
even an affluent city. We are a cute city, 
but cute, without continued touching up, 
can turn into... well, not-so-cute. 

We continually look to our business 
district as a source of increased revenues. 
Forget it. It is chancy at best. Our city 
needs a more substancial financial foot¬ 
ing. You are it. With that I make myself 
an instant villain, but think about this. 

I have yet to run across a soul who 
doesn’t think that Sierra Madre is the 
best-kept secret in the world. We have a 
gem of a city. I think it’s time we started 
insuring our present and our future. 
We must pay to do that. 

How? You ask. There is no easy way 
to couch this ... it is time for us to con¬ 
sider a city (do I have to use the word 
tax?) stipend, but with constraints. Most 
likely, in view of Prop. 13, it would re¬ 
quire an initiative. Seniors and marginal 
income families would be exempt, but 
the rest of us, including renters, would 
pay in the neighborhood of $10 with each 
bi-monthly services bill (renters would be 
assessed through landlords who could 
pass the cost on to the renters). The bulk 
of Sierra Madreans, I believe, are for the 
idea with the appropriate controls. 

The monies could not be spent on 
salaries, vehicles for employees or non¬ 
specific projects. The money could be 
spent on streets, water mains and lighting 
and other essential services. The amount 
of stipend could not be increased except 
by vote of the people. 

When Prop 13 came along it wiped 
out years of bureaucratic waste. No argu¬ 
ment with that. But we cannot expect a 
city like ours to operate on wishes alone. 
Our cute little honey of a city needs some 
kind of attention. We also need a reserve 
for emergencies. If we cannot legally enact 
a city stipend, then we’re going to have to 
become very creative, financially, and that 
should worry us. It encourages groups to 
come in with a promise of the moon, and 
we end up in the shadows of their 
creations. 

So, there you have it. I’m not running 
lor anythirtg. It’s not likely one of our can¬ 
didates for City Council will propose or 
sponsor this idea. Polilicaily, H could be 
the proverbial “Kiss of Death.” 

My Interest in stating it involves 
the future. My love of this city is such that 
I am willing to pay a modest fee to support 
its services In hopes of preventing any¬ 
thing reactionary I suspect that most of 
you are with me.

General Plan 

The League of Wo¬ 
men Voters, Pasadena 
Area, has just completed 
a two-year Growth and 
Development Study of 
its member communities: 
Sierra Madre, San Mar¬ 
ino, Pasadena, Alham¬ 
bra, San Gabriel, Mon- 
tery Park, Altadena and 
La Canada Flintridge. 
One of our most signi¬ 
ficant findings has been 
that there is little public 
awareness of the 
State of California’s 
land use laws. 

It is apparent that 
Maiutcs requiring each 
county and city to have 
a General Plan were 
precipitated by Legisla¬ 
tive concern that deci¬ 
sions for land use did not 
involve the people who 
must live in communi¬ 
ties where only the 
city councils or local 
governing bodies con¬ 
trolled those decisions. 
The entire body of the 
law adopted to protect 
the General Plan and the 
right of the people to be 
involved in land use 
decisions speaks for it¬ 
self. There has been con¬ 
tinuing emphasis on giv¬ 
ing the people the option 
to review their local F^lan 
as the community changes 
socially and economically. 
There are specific State 
laws for adoption.

amendment and review 
of the Plan, requiring 
citizen participation 
through broad public- 
notice and community 
meetings. 

Sierra Madre has 
not involved the com¬ 
munity at large in a 
review of its General 
Plan since it was 
adopted in 1972. The 
State requires that 
the Planning Com¬ 
mission submit an an¬ 
nual report to the City 
Council to certify that 
they have imple¬ 
mented the Plan dur¬ 
ing the preceding year. 
The State also re¬ 
quires that the Housing 
Element of the Plan 
be reviewed every five 
years. Administrative 
and appointed officials 
have told us that they 
believe these two 
procedures constitute 
a review of the Plan. 
There are seven re¬ 
quired elements in a 
General Plan, and 
the Housing Element 
is only one. 

The city’s intent to 
hold a town meeting 
when the Housing 
Element is reviewed 
this year is commend¬ 


able. However, our 
findings indicated 
that the Land Use 
Element is the pri¬ 
mary concern of the 
people. The forma¬ 
tion of a citizon’s 
group, communica¬ 
tions to the Sierra 
Madre News, and 
general discussion in 
the city would suggest 
that perhaps the 
General Plan should 
be reviewed. This 
would give the people 
the option of agreeing 
to more intensive use 
of the city’s 1.87 square 
miles of usable land, 
if they wish, or to pre¬ 
serve the single-family 
character of the com¬ 
munity recommended 
in the existing Gen¬ 
eral Plan. 

We have also been told 
by elected and appointed 
city officials that it is 
their understanding that 
the General Plan is 
only a guideline and has 
no authority. In 1980 
the Legislature added a 
statute for Judicial 
Review' to its Authority 
for and Scope of the 
General Plan. This 
states that the adoption

To certify that the 
information we pre¬ 
sent to the public 
is correct, and 
before finalizing our 
reports, we wrote to 
the members of the 
City Council and the 
City Administrator in 
February of 1988, 
asking for a clarifica¬ 
tion of their under¬ 
standing of the legal 
authority of the city’s 
General Plan and its 
consideration in 
making land use deci¬ 
sions for the city. We 
have had no response 
to that inquiry. 

A copy of our 
final report is being pre¬ 
sented to the Sierra 
Madre Public Library 
this week, with a copy 
of the State of Califor¬ 
nia’s 1988 Planning, 
Zoning and Development 
Laws. We hope the 
people of the community 
will find the report and 
the laws readable, timely 
and informative.

Steele said she thought it would be “common

Buchan noted that Sierra Madre provided four 
big parking lots free. “No other community in the 
San Gabriel Valley provides free parking. Unfortun¬ 
ately, so many service employess leave their cars 
downtown.”

I don’t remember how old I was, but I do 
remember that Easter well. The moon rays 
woke me, shining in my bedroom window.

The Sierra Madre 
Preservation Society in¬ 
vites residents to attend 
their next meeting on 
Wednesday, Apr. 6, 7;30- 
p.m., at the 1908 home 
of Ken and Jane Rickard, 
71 E. Alegria Ave. 

This house is one of 
three built side by side 
by Charles Worthing¬ 
ton Jones,Sierra Madre’s 
colorful first Mayor 
(1907-1914). These were 
built on his beautiful 
Monte Lado Tract. All 
three still stand, each is 
two story and each is 
well constructed. 

He built the first home 
for himself and moved 
in during Apr. 18, 1906, 
the day, incidently, of 
the San Francisco 
earthquake. Next to this 
on the east side is the 
Rickard House and 
next door the third 
one. Those two last 
homes were built to 
sell. 

Jones, an Indiana 
native, came here in 
1906, invested inland 
and began the home 
construction. At that 
time Sierra Madre 
was growing and begin¬ 
ning to change from a 
ranching and farming 


community. The Pacific 
Electric street cars 
also arrived in 1906 and 
in one year’s time 
Sierra Madre’s popula¬ 
tion doubled. 

With this growth it 
was evident some 
kind of government was 
needed and in 1907 the 
town incorporated. The 
first city election was 
held Feb. 20, 1907 and 
Jones became mayor. In 
the two terms he served, 
Jones said, he rarely 
spent an evening at home. 
Ordinances were 
passed at every meeting 
as they dealt with the 
myriad of problems they 
faced in the embryo 
community, mainly of 
money. There was none. 
But borrowed capital 
helped get them through 
until taxes could be 
levied to bring funds to 
the city coffers. 

They dealt with con¬ 
trolling burros and 
the sanitary problems of 
having them tethered on 
city avenues, eliminating 
the number of tent houses 
used as shelter by those 
who came suffering with 
TB and paving and 
curbing city streets. 
They also won a long 


fought court case over 
water rights against the 
estate of “Lucky” Bald¬ 
win and his Rancho 
Santa Anita. 

Later, Jones remained 
active in the community 
and served as president 
of the Sierra Madre 
Historical Society. 
He helped edit their 
book, “Annuals of Early 
Sierra Madre,” with 
society’s history of the 
town. In 1%3, at age 
95, he rode on our 
Sierra Madre Rose 
Float, posing as a driver 
on a horse drawn carriage 
to honor Pasadena’s 
first Rose Parade of 
1890. The suit he wore 
on the float was the same 
one he wore at his college 
graduation. 

This beloved 
member of the com¬ 
munity was known as a 
natty dresser and always 
sported a flower in his 
lapel. Jones died in 1967 
at age 99, just short of 
his goal to live to be 100. 

The Rickards have 
owned the former Mayor’s 
home for almost 40 years, 
purchasing it when they 
needed a larger home as 
their family increased

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Calfed Inc. reports record 1987 earnings 


Statewide housing affordability holds 


CalFed Inc. (NYSE: 
Cal), the Los Angeles- 
based, $24.6 billion 
financial services 
holding company, has 
reported the best year- 
end results in its history. 

Net earnings for the 
year ended Dec. 3I, 1987, 
totaled $166.9 million, 
up $2.2 million from the 
previous record eartiings 
in 1986 of $164.7 million. 
On a fully diluted 
basis, earnings per share 
were $6.06 for the year 
ended Dec. 31, 1987, 
compared to $6.04 for 
1986. The record 
earnings occurred des¬ 
pite a mandated write¬ 
off of the Company’s 
$16.1 million ($8.9 million 
after tax) interest in the 
Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Cor¬ 
poration’s secondary 
reserved during the 
second quarter of 1987 
and an $11.5 million 
($6.9 after tax) write¬ 


off of certain deferred 
policy acquisition costs 
in the life insurance 
operations during the 
fourth quarter of 1987. 

CalFed Inc. closed 
the year with fourth 
quarter net earnings of 
$30.4 million, or 
$1.13 per fully diluted 
share, compared to 
$38.1 million, or $1.38 
per fully diluted share, 
earned in the fourth 
quarter of 1986. 

“Our business plan 
for 1988 holds the 
potential for another 
year of record earnings,’’ 
said George P. Rutland, 
CalFed Inc. president 
and chief executive 
officer. “We arc opti¬ 
mistic that, in a relatively 
stable interest rate 
environment, we will 
originate loans in volume 
sufficiently for port¬ 
folio growth, sell loans 
profitably in the secon- 
darv market and achieve 


meaningful earnings 
from the savings and 
loan subsidiaries.” 

During 1987, CalFcd 
Inc. changed its method 
of accounting for 
non-rcfundable fees and 
costs associated with 
originating loans to 
comply with Financial 
Accounting Standards 
Board Statement Num¬ 
ber 91 (SFAS 91) issued 
in December 1986. Results 
of operations for 1987 
reflect the retroactive 
implementation of the 
new accounting method, 
as encouraged by 
the Financial Accounting 
Standards Board. 
Financial statements 
and related information 
for prior years have 
also been restated to 
apply the new method 
retroactively. 

The effect of SF-AS 91 
was an increase in earn¬ 
ings of $2.32 million, or 


$.08 per fully diluted 
share, in 1987 and an in¬ 
crease of $.3 million, or 
$.02 per fully diluted 
share, in 1986. The im¬ 
pact on fourth quarter 
earnings was in increase 
of $.5 million, or 
$.02 per fully diluted 
share, in 1987 and an 
increase of $3.3 million, 
or $.11 per fully diluted 
share, in 1986. 

Net interest income 
for that Company in¬ 
creased to $631.3 
million in 1987 from 
$547.1 million in 1986, 
primarily because the 
Company had a larger 
portfolio of interest- 
aiming assets and interest- 
bearing liablilitics during 
the 12 months ended 
December 31, 1987. For 
the fourth quarter of 
1987, net interest income 
was $164.1 million com¬ 
pared to $143. 2 million 
in the 1986 fourth 
quarter.

Statewide, 32 percent 
of California households 
could meet the minimum 
annual income and month¬ 
ly payment requirements 
to qualify for a 30-year 
mortgage loan. (In detcr- 
ming the percentage of 
households which could 
qualify, it is assumed that 
households could make a 
20 percent downpayment 
and spend 30 percent of 
income each month for 
housing.) In January, the 
statewide median home 
' price was $147,281. To

“From December 
to January, average inte¬ 
rest rates held steadily 
while the median price 
increased by more than 
$20(X).

In January, the com¬ 
bined average interest rate 
for fixed and adjustable 
mortgages was un¬ 
changed form 9.25 per¬ 
cent in December, ac¬ 
cording to the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board, 
which surveys interest 
rates the first week of 
each month. The Decem¬ 
ber - January rate was 
down, however, from an 
average of 9.53 percent 
the first week of 1987, 
reflecting a movement 


among recent buyers to¬ 
ward adjustable rate mort¬ 
gages. Fixed rate mort¬ 
gages were up year over 
year, moving from 9.82 
in early January 1987 to 
an average of 10.39 this 
December and January. 

Stable interc-st rates and 
lower median home prices 
in January helped the 
Affordability Index im¬ 
prove in four of the state’s 
six major metropolitan 
regions, C.A.R. said. 

During January, 53 
percent of the state’s 
households could afford 
to buy the median - 
priced home in the Sac¬ 
ramento area, up from 
52 percent in December. 
At the January median 
price of $87,812, a house¬ 
hold need an annual in¬ 
come of $27,156 to quali¬ 


fy for a loan with month¬ 
ly payrnents of $679. A 
year ago January, the af¬ 
fordability index for the 
area also stood at 53 per¬ 
cent. 

California still remained 
far behind the United 
States in terms of housing 
affordability. In January, 
48 percent of the nation’s 
households could afford 
to purchase the median- 
priced home, which cost 
$87,9(X). although nation¬ 
wide affordability was 
down from a December 
level fo 50 percent, Jan¬ 
uary homebuyers needed 
an annual income of 
$27,184 and faced pay¬ 
ments of $680 each month 
— far below the income 
and monthly payment re¬ 
quirements faced by 
homebuyers in many 
parts of California.

Musings of a sentimentaHst ... 


Pasadena AAUW 
hosts space scientist 


My first visit to Sierra Madre was on a day 
ill 1926 when I was sent by my employer in Pasadena 
10 do a small paint job on West Sierra Madre 
Boulevard. It liHiks today much the same as it did 
66 years ago. I recall that I ate lunch somewhere 
up town and was entranced by the village atmos¬ 
phere. I made a mental note that someday I would 
li\e here, but many years were to pass before that 
dream came true. 

I saw the town from a different perspective 
in the 19.30s when I rode the inclined railway from 
Altadena to the top of Echo Mountain, and after 
a short streetcar ride to Mount Lowe, hiked the five 
miles to Mount Wilson. After an overnight stay I 
hiked down the trail to Sierra Madre. 

It was a gorgeous view, particularly on a crisp 
winter afternoon. Sierra Madre was directly 
beneath and stretching all the way to the ocean 
were miles and miles of orange groves. On a clear 
day it was easy to see Catalina Island, an island 
jewel set in ati azure sea. Some friends always met 
me and took me back to Pasadena, but as we catne 
down Baldwin Avenue there was nearly always 
a Big Red Car in sight, and as it set parked by 
the pepper trees oti Kersting Court, it seemed the 
epitome of power, pride, and ... permanence. 

When Mrs. Martin and I arrived in Sierra Madre 
in 1952 the cars were gone, and soon the quaint 
and wonderful old depot was torn down, a dreadful 
mistake. The winds of change were in the air but 
few noticed. We still had left so many of the 
ihmgv that madb Sierra Madre unique but in a few 
years and at increa'sing speed we started to lose the 
businesses that made the town the wonderful place 
it was. 

Thattks to Dr. Groth we had a first-class 
hospital. We had a first class car dealership under 
ihc able direction of Carl Hansen. Other etticr- 


priscs alotig the boulevard were mcti aitd wottten’s 
clothing stores, a sltirc store, yardage store, att 
extraordinary variety store, Dumas’ Fixit Shop, a 
neclie factory, a pet store, even a well-stocked 
lumber yard and builders’ supply. Along Kersting 
Court were the newspaper offices. Sierra Madre 
Hardware and Plumbing, presided over the 
inimitable Tom Swartz. Arnold’s Hardware was up 
the street as was a paint store and Hartman s 
Phartuacy. There were matiy others, all adding their 
worth to Sierra Madre. Now, most of them are gone. 
Not tiH) many years ago we had four service 
stations. Now we have two . Economics compounded 
with greed and carelessness were largely to blame. 

Now the town is in a turmoil over what the 
fitture directions of our city should be. No com¬ 
munity catt stand still. It has to either move lor- 
ward or backwards. We still have some of our old 
charm left, but things are changing fast. We have 
bccotne largely a bedrootn-office complex, and the 
old business community that prrnJuccd revenue lor 
the city has shrunk alarmingly. Now one cannot 
buy a sprH>l of thread here. 

I do not have the answer and if I had one it 
wvutid probably be influenced by my memories of 
when I first moved here. Quite often at night 1 
walked up town to the cafe in Kersting Court, had 
a cup of hot cluKolate, visiticd with friends and 
thett walked home. There was no sidewalks west 
of Lima on the north side of the street, and I 
always made it a point tij walk on the grass and leel 
the earth under my feet. If the nuH)n was shining 
and made playful shadows through the trees, so 
much the better. '' 

Perhaps a sentimentalist sluruld never engage 
in community planning.
